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^■-^^ O many various and odd Reports have run 
^B ^k through the Town concerning this Gentleman, 
'-* ^^ that I thought it a Duty incumbent on me, 
as a Lover of Truth, to fct his CharaiSer and Con- 
duit ( both which are well known to mt) in a fair 
and impartial Light, and then leave every Man to 
judge as he thinks proper. In doing this I fhall 
have no recourfe to any Flouriflies of Rhetorick in 
order to influence the Reader's Mind in favour or ' 
disfavour of the Perfon I am to treat upon : My 
defign being only to lay open the naked Truth, de- 
.. . void of all Difguife, without attempting either to 
^malliate or blacken any one Circumflance. 
^K. Mr. Murray is the Son of Sir David Mur- 
■ »Ay, Bart, by his Second Lady, a Daughter of 
Sir William Scot of j4«iTiS«, Bart. He was bom 
at Edinburgh in the Year 171S, and educated at 
that Univerfity, where he went through a Courfc 
of Phik>fophy, and ftudied the Civil and Munici- 
pal Laws. I Ihould not mention thefe Particulars 
but to obviate a miflaken Notion which 1 find is 
pretty current among People, of his having been 
bought up with the Pretender's Son at Rome: 
"A A . 
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A Pcrfon and Place he never faw till the Year 

Having received all the Education Scotland could 
afFoi-d, his tender Mother, who had been fevcrat 
Years a Widow, complied with his earnelt JDefires 
of travelling for farther Improvement: Accord- 
ingly he went in the Yejir abovemention'd to 
France^ perfected himfelf in that Language, which 
he had learn'd and fpoke very well before, as alfo 
tte Italian : Saw ^vcry thing vrorthy the Obfervg- 
tion of a Traveller, and then proceeded to Italy. 

I fhall pafs over the Particulars' of his Journey^ 
and the Detail of thofe Provinces he took iri his 
Way to Ronie.y as of no moment to my Rei'der, 
i\or material to the Affair which is the Subje^ of 
the following Kges. Being arrived at that fam'ous 
City, he was infinitely charmed with the magnifi- 
cent Buildings, the curious Paintings, and the ex- 
quifite Mufick which every where met his Eyes 
and Ears. As he is a Man of a contemplative and 
Speculative Nature, nothing furnifliM him with 
Matter of more agreable Meditation than behold- 
ing the Ruins of thofe celebrated Baths of Anti- 
quity which are to be fcen there ; and the Totnb» 
i6f Virgil and HobSace, Proofs how much Learn- 
ing and Poetry were held in Eftimation in the 
Days of Augustus CiESAR, and many of his 
Succeffors! Yet while he amufed himfelf with thfc 
Various Reliqnes of Old Romty and vieW'd with 
Admiration the ' Grandeur of the iV^w, he orfteit 
lamented within himfelf that fo glorious a Plao!^ 
and^ which h^d given Birth to fo many Heroes; 
Patriots, Philofophers, Poets, and other ilhrffcriciiiii 
Perfons, Ihould be devoted to Superffition and 
blind Bigotry.— O, faid he to himfelf, what a retd 
Paradife would this kf^How tcnld I dwell for tvla^ 

here^ 
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htre, happy in. even the meaneft Station, if that 
Church which in its Reformation has abjured and 
purg'd awry all thofe idle enthufiafiic Ceremonies 
whtch deform Religion, were permitted to fbew ttfdf 
in fkilive Purity ! 

I would not by this be thought to infinuate as if 
Mr. Murray had any thing of that canting Zea- 
lotifm tor which Ibme of his Country are fo juftly 
laugh'd at— On the contrary, I fuppole him as litdc 

»pretifc as other Gentlemen of his Age, and would 
only reprefent him as a Man of Thought and Rca- 
Ibn, and as one that having been brought up in the 
ftridrell Principles oftheReform'dEpifcopal Church, 
would never have engaged in a Caufe ib deftruc- 
tive to his InierelV, without being (as heimagin'd) 
thoroughly convinc'd, that Popery would have 
gain'd no Advantage in ihefe Kingdoms, by the 
Rertoration of the Steuart Family.— How far 
his Notions in this Point were agreable co right 
Reafon I will not take upon me to fay, nor indeed 
can any Man pretend to aflLre hiinfdf— But to pro- 
ceed : 

Mr. Murray had not been many Days ja- 
Itome before lie fell into the Acquaintance of an 
Engljfi Gentleman, whofe Name it is not altogether 
proper to mention, or if it were it would be of no 
manner of SigniBcance to^lie Reader.— This Perlba 
afk'd him if he had ever fcen Santi Jpoftoli, mean- 
ing the Palace of tlie Chevalier de St. George? to 
which Mr. Murray anfwering in the Negative, 
the otlier told him he would carry him there- chat 
he was acquainted with fcveral of the Domefticks 
who wouUl ftiew them ail the Apaitments, and 
faid he, if yeu have a mind ta be Religious, -we "will 
go at the Tims of Divine S^vice and yeu may fay 
ymr Praytrsyeur own Way. 

A z Mr/. 
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Mr. Murray was very much furprizcd at thefe 
Words, and afk*d what he meant, by Jayhg his 
fr(iyers his own Way ? ( for he had never heard 
there was a Proteflanc Chapel in the young P — *s 
Apartment for them and their Retinue, till this 
Gentlemen aflur'd him of it ) the Matter, however, 
being now explained, they agreed in looking on 
this extraordinary Condefcention in the Pope as a 
Piece of Policy : Knowing the great Bar to the 
Steuarts Succeffion to the Crowns of Great- 
Britain and Ireland w^ Religion, his H&linefs was 
willmg to remove it, by fuffering the Ifliie of the 
Chevalier to be brought up in the Principles of the 
Church of England j hoping by that means the 
Hely See would one Day be e^'d of a very heavy 
Incumbrance. It now fcem*d no longer ftrange to 
Mr. MvRRAY that the Chevalier had put his Sons 
under the Government of the Lords Inverness 
^nd Dunbar, whom he very well knew were zea- 
lous Proteftants, efpccially when he was afterwards 
inform'd by fcveral Perfons who were perfeftly ac- 
quainted with the Secrets of the Family, and whofe 
V eracity was not to be doubted, that this was the 
true Caufe of that Quarrel between the Princefs 
SoBiESKY and her Confort, which made fo great a 
Noife all over Europe^ and at length entirely fepa-, 
rated' them •, tho' great Pains had been taken by 
thof? who were Enemies to both, to make the 
World believe it had a different Foundation. 

The next Day being appointed for the Gratifi- 
cation of a Curiofity which ought neither to be 
wonder'd at, nor condemned, Mr.'MuRR'AY was 
introduced by his new Friend to Mr. Mackay an 
Jftjh Gentleman, who was, I think, at that Time 
one of the Grooms of the Chamber to the eldeft 
Sop pf th? Chevalier^ and Mr. Browns, of EngUJh 

Ewr^c- 
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Extraftion, but born at Si. Germans, and Dcputy- 
Mafter of the Wardrobe. 

They were handlomely receiv'd and cntcrtain'd 
by thelc Gentlemen, and the Court being then at 
Mbano, allow'd the greater Opportunity ot their 
being conducted through every Part of that neat 
and pleafant Palace : — I'hey happened to come too 
late for Prayers, but were Ihew'd the Chapel, 
which had neither Confeffional, Crucifix, nor Pi3ure 
except an Altar-piece, nor any one thing to diftin- 
gui(b it from an EngliJ}j Chapel, as indeed it was in 
effcft. Mr.MiiRRAY afkingthe Names of thofc 
Divines who officiated there, was told, that at pre- 
fent they had only Doctor Cooper*— that Doftor 
Bart lett who had formerly been his Coadjutor, 
having in one of his Sermons touch'd on feme 
Points that were reprefented to the Pope as re- 
fledling on the Romijh Faith, his Holinefs was 
highly incenfed, and infiftcd on his DifmilTion i fo 
the Doctor was obliged to depart, and glad no 
worfe Coiifequence enfued; and that fince his time 
there had been none but the abovenamed Dodor 
Cooper. 

Having mention'd this Chapel, I cannot forbear 
relating an Accident that happened in it. which 
was look'd upon by the Friends and Adherents of 
the Chi'oalier as a lure Prognoftic ot htsSon's good 

Fortune j: As the two young P s (as they are 

call'd there) were at their Devotions, a fmall Piece 
of the Cieling, which it fcems is curioufly orna- 
mented with various Flowers in Fret-work, de- 
lach'd itfelf from the reft, and a lliftk fell into 
the Lap of the Eider, on which he ftarted and 
looking up, a Ko/e fell immediately after; this to- 
gether with a Star of great Magnitude which the 
Allienomcrs pretend appear'd at his Nativity, and 
W.43 
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Wis never before difcover'd, with many other Pofr 
tents and old Prophecies, might, perhaps, h«t 
fome fhare in exciting him to that rafli Enterprize 
he afterwards undertook.— However that be, bis ill 
Succefe is fufficient to convince every one oi the 
Foliy of placing any Dependancc on Omens. 

Mr. Murray w^s very much fttisfied with 
every thing he Aw, or heard of, in this Palace, and 
could n^ help feeling within himfelf a great delirc 
of being coavinc'd whether the Owners of it were 
fack as they bad been reprefcnted to him by thofe 
he had talk'd with concerning them. — He had 
been told, that the Chevelier de St. George himfelf 
was a Perfon of a moft gracious Afped and De* 
portment, benign and courteous in his Behaviour^ 
extremely pleas'd at an Opportunity of conferring a 
Favour, particularly on thofe he look'd upon as 
his S-— s, whether they acknowledged him as 

iheir S » n or not«-It was fufBcient they were" 

the Natives of any one of the three Kingdoms for 
them to be certain of all the good Offices in his 
Power;. and that his two S— s had fcarce their 
Equals in the World, either for natural or acquired 
Endowments. But this was not enough for Mr. 
Murray, his own Eyes muft be the Judges, and 
many Days pafs'd not between his conceiving this 
Defire and the fulfilling of it. 

The Court . being returned, he re new'd his Vi, 
fiti5 to thofe Gentlenien of the Houfhold to whom 
he had been introduced, and foon had an Oppor-. 
tunity of feeing tKe two P — &— They both of 
them were extremely fqnd of talking to Strangers, 
butnxare cfpccially with fuch as they confider'd as 
Sf*r^ of their Father— As they were prefcntly 
informed of Mr. Murray's Name and Condition, 
a Page was fent to let him know be might be per^ 

liiitted 
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initted to kifs their Hands, which Summons he 
dadly obeyed, and had a long Conference with the 
Elder, the Younger on fome Occafion having left 
tie Room. 

Here began that fatal and inviolable Attachment 
from which no Confiderations, as it has fincc 
proved, could ever make him fwerve : He became 
unhappily bewitch'd ( if' I may venture to ufe that 
Expreffion) by the enchanting Perfon and yet more 
engaging Manners of that young Hero, and was 
no Iboner out of his Prelence than he begun to 
reafon with himfelf, as he afterward told his Sifter 
the Lady of Pimroudi and feveral others of his 
Friends, who, when he firft return'd to Sc§llaTid in 
order to negotiate the Affairs of his then Mafter, 
would fain have perfuaded him to quit a Service, 
which they forcfaw would be attended with the 
greateft Difficulties and Dangers. • 

Is not ail Europe now - cotivinc'd, faid he of the 
legitimacy ef that Great Perfon who is called the Clie- 
vaJier de St. George ?-Have not all the Attempts 
to frffoe bim ctherwife met with the Shame they me- 
tiled? Is any other ObjeSion at prefent made^ evert 
tj thefe tvho were bis Father's moft inveterate Ene- 
mies, than the Religion in which he has been unhap- 
pily educated ? why then Jhould that be any Question 
to his princely Offspring, both •wham I now fee, he has 
kad the PVifdeai to bring up FroteJlaiUsf 

Many other Arguments which I forbear to men- 
tion, he ui^'d in Favour of the Caufe he undertook : 
^whether his Love to the Perfon of the young 
Chevalier might not make the Reafons he found for 
attaching himfelf to his Party work the ftronger in 
him, I will not fay i but am very certain that, after 
Ihe Battle of Culloden, in which all their Hopes 
were deteatcd, he told fome of his Friends, that 
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ycty Misfortunes which had attended their Enter- ■ 
prize fcrv'd to convince htm more than before of ■ 
the Jiiftice of the Caufe, fince it gave him a greater 
Opportunity than Profperity could have done, of 

diicovering thofe Virtues in his P which rcn- 

der'd him wortliy of r -g — He added many 

other fuch like Expreffions, which it would not 
become me to repeat attcr him, nor fliould ] have 
infcrtcd any thing ot this nature but to (hew, how 
much this Gentleman thought himfclt in the Right 
in wliat he had done, and that it wa^ on no mean 
or mercenary View he enter'd into the Party ; 
which may I think be obvious to any impartial 
Perfon, when they refle<5t that he had betveen three 
and four hundred Pounds per ybtnum of his own, 
(a very pretty Fortune for a younger Brother) and 
Relations, who had Intcreft enough to have pro- 
cured him a confiderable Employment either Civil 
or Military. 

' As Mr. Murray is very much Matter of thofe 
Accompliihments which render a Man agreeable at 
firft Sight, as well as of thofe which are necelTary 
to retain good Will and Efteem, he was in a Ihori 
time carelVd not only by the yonr<^ChevaUers^ but 
alfo by their Father, in fuch a manner as excited 
too much Gratitude in him, and made him ima- 
gine the Service of his whole Life, and even Life 
itielf, fcarce an Equivalent for the Condefccntions he 
received. -He was now every Day a Gueft, and at 
length an Inhabitant at Santi j^poJioli.~He attended 

the P of and D of ( as they are 

vainly ftiled ) wherever they went ; and was ad- 
mitted tu partake in all their Exercifes and Recre- 
ations : And here I think it may not be amils to 
give the Charadcr of two perfons, one of whom 
lias caus'd fo much Difturbancc in thcfc Kingdoms, 
And 
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and may, it is to be fear'd, caufe yet more, when- 
ever f ranee or Spain has any Game to play upon us. 
— Take their Pictures tlien, omitting tin; Titles, 
as drawn by Mr, Murray's own Hand, and fcnt 
by him to a certain Lady who haj dcfircd it of him 
for the Gratification of her Curiofity, in the Year 
Z742. 

«' Charles Edward, the eldeft Son of the 
" Chevalier de St. George, is tall, above the com- 
" mon Stature, his Limbs are cafl: in the moft 
<* exaft Mold, his Compleftion has in it fomewhat 
" of an uncommon Delicacy; all his Features are 
•' perfectly regular and well tum'd, and his Lyes 
*' the firelt 1 ever faw; but that which fliines 
*» moft in him, and renders him without Excep- 
•« tion the moft furprifingly handfome Perfon of 
»* the Age, is the Dignity that accompanies his 
•' every Gefture; there is indeed Rich an unfpealc- 
« able Majefty diffus'd through his whole Mien 
' and Air, as it is impoffible to have any Idea of 
' without feeing, and ftrikes thofe that do with 
' fuch an Awe as will not fuffer them to look upon 
' him for any time, unlefs he emboldens them to 
' it by his exceflive Afi'abilicy. 
" Thus much. Madam, as to the Perfon of this

fw no lefs worthy Admiration: -He fecms to me, 
M and I find to all who know him, to have aJ) the 
«« good Nature of the Steuart Family blended 
** with the Spirit of the SosiESKy's: — He is, at 
•' Icaft, as far as I am capable of feeing into Men, 
*' e_qually qualified to prefide in Peace and Wai': 
** ^As for his Learning, it is cxtenfive beyond 
«' what could be cxpefted from double the Number 
•* of his Years— He fpeaks moft of the European 
« Languages with the fame Eafe and Fluency as it 
B « each 
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•* each of them were the only one he knew^is a 
^^ perfe& Mailer of all the dinerenc kinds of LattMy 
^ undcrftands Greek very well^ and is not altoge- 
^ ther ignorant of Hebrew— Hifiory and Pbilofopbf 
*^ are bis darling Entertainments, in both whic^ 
** he is well vcrs'd j the one^ he feys, will inftrud; 
** him how to govern others^ and the other ^ how 
*,* to govern bimjelf^ whether in profperous or adverfe 
^« Fortune.— Then for his Courage, that was^ fuffi- 
** ciently proved at the Siege of Gaita* when tho* 
** jR:arce arrived at the Age of Fifteen, he performed 
<< fuch things, as in attempting made his Friends 
*^ and Enemies alike tremble, tho' for different 

** Motives. What he is ordain'd for we mud 

*• leave to the Almighty, who alone dilpofes all ;> 
*' but he appears to be bom and endow'd iot 
•* Something very extraordinary. 

*« Henry Benedict the Second Son , has alio 
«• a very fine Perfon, tho' of a Stature fomewhat 
<^ lower than his Brother, and his Completion not 
« altogether fo delicate ; he is however extremely; 
«^ well made, has a certain agreeable Robuilnefs in 
•* his Mien, and a more than common Sparkle in 
•* his Eyes— many of thofe Perfeftions I have, tho' 
«' faintly, defcrib'd as appertaining to the fme^ are 
*' equally the Due of the ctbtr ; *tis hard, indeed^ 
«' to fay which of them has moft a^ply'd himfelf to 
•« all the Branches of thofe kinds of Learning 
*' which enable a Man to be ufcful to his Fellow- 
** Creature.— The Difference I make between, their

*' his Arm ever be employ'd in )b warrantable a 
*' Caufe as that which warm'd the Breaft of his 
** * glorious Progenitor, when an hundred and 
*' fifty thoufand Turks owed their Defeat f to the 
" Bravery of a handful of Chriftians^ led on by him 
** to Viiftory, this warlike young P- - - would 
•» have the fame Succefs.- His martial Spirit dif- 
" cover'd itfelf when being no more than Nine 
*' Years old, at the Time his Brother accompanied 
•' the young King of l^iafles to enforce PoffelTion 
*' of his Dominions, he was fo much difconcented 
** at being refus'd the Partnerfhip of that Glory 

■ •* and that Danger, that he would not put on his 
»' Sword, till his Father threaten'd to take away 
♦* his G r too, faying, it did not become him 
*' to wear the one without the other. 

The Letter from which this Abftraft is taken is 
crowded widi Eulogies of the like Nature ; but the 
Repetition would be needlefs as well as irkfome to 
the grcateft Parr of my Readers -, what I have faid 
is fufficientto convince any one, tliatMr. Murrav 
had not the Guik of Lukewarmnefs for the Intereft 

I of the Party he efpous'd to anfwer for. 
I come now to the Scene of Action, to which I 
confefs all this has been but an Introduftion, a kind 
of Prelude, to awake Attention for more ferious 
Matters: Mr. Murray being now grown into 
high Credit the Secret of an intended Invafioij of

one of thefe Kingdoms was communicated to him ; 
but the Affair being yet in Embrio, the Confe- 
rences held on that Head were quite vague and 
little to the Purpofe-, many Schemes indeed were' 
otfer'd by f(>Lr«e wLofc Zeal tor the Caufe over-run 
tlit'ir Jud;^.y: eni, hut rejected by the Chevalier as 
aiy^'^oLic :■::■, and it muftbe granted, from a Diary 
Mr. i;v'iURRAY "^rcte of all that pais'd, and hap- 
ptn'd in the Flurry of his being removed from one 
Place to iiiOther to be left behind, that he, the 
Pri'^s/zder himfelf, was lefs eager for fucha Projecl'-s 
being put in Execution than mofl of his Followers, 
and did not accede to it, till urg'd by various Pro^ 
pofals from France, Having at lafl confented, they 
began to enter into more ferious Confultations, and 
which would be the mofl praflicable Means of ac^ 
complifhing their Dcfign was the daily Subjeft of 
Debate, 

There were at that time feveral French EmifTa- 
ries ^t Rome, who pretended to affirm no Succours 
cither of Men or Money would be wanting from 
that Quarter. I am afraid alfo that fomeEncou.- 
ragement was given from the Difcontcnted Party 
in England, but whether it went any farther than a 
meer verbal one will not pretend to determine ; be 
that as it may, it is certain that the Jacobite Fac- 
tion were in high Expeftations of Somewhat being 
fpeedily done : The I retender who remembered 
the Year 1 5 too well to rely on Promifes, declared 
from the firfl his Refolution of not coming him- 
felf : Hpwev^, he conflituted his eldefl Son P — u. 
R. ■ " , and at his Requeft Mr. Murray was 
made Secretary for .Scotijh Affairs. 

In the latter End of the Year 1742 he, Mr. 
Murray was charged with a very important Com- 
miflion, which was to go to paris^ and after con- 

fulting 
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fulting with Mr. Kelly, who was then negotiating 
the Aftair at the Court of France, to proceed to 
Scotland, and found how far the Heads ot the Clans ' 
might be depended upon. 

'I'he new Secretary foon difcoverM how capablo.^ 
he was of fulfilling all the Duties of his^Folt:! 
Mr. Kelly not only made the Compliment I 
himfeJf, but faid to others, that the young R-^ 
could not have given a greater Proof of his Dif- 
ctrnment than to make choice of him tor an Em- 
ployment of fo much Weight. He bad the Ho- 
nour of delivering his Difpatches with his own 
Hand to the Cardinal Tencim, and was (hut >W1 
v/ith that Miniiterand Mr. Kellv for three Hours. / 
Here he commenc'd an Acquaintance with the urr- 
ionunaic Marquefs of Tullibardine, who ia 
fpite of all he had fuffer'd fince the Year 15, was 

no lefs fanguinc in what he cali'd the R — - C 

than he haJ fhew'd himfelf before ; fuch is the In- 
fatuation of that Party, that all the Miferies it in- 
volves them in have not the Power of bringing 
them back to Reafon, and obliging them to quit 
their bigotted Principles ;--they fee not with the 
fame Eyes that others do— the Phantom Loyally 
gilds all the Profpeift, and dreffes their Ruin in a 
pleafing Form, this makes them court Dangers, be 
proud of Infamy, exult in Chains, and triumph 
even in Death, as numberlefs Examples both in the 
firft and laft Rebellions have teftified. 

Mr. Ratcliff alfo, called there Earl of Der- 
wtNTWATER, and many more who were once in 
poiTeffion of opulent Fortunes, but now the wretched 
Dependants on French Penfions, with Difficulty ob- 
tain'd, and accompanied with Contempt in the 
Payment, Mr. Murray had the Pleafure to con- 
vcrfc with during his ihort Stay, which was but 
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thtrcc Weeks, the grand Bufincfs requiring he fliould 
.jDcp^ir to Scotland with all poffiblc Expedition. 
' - . As he was very well rcfpcftcd by the Clans both 
on account of his Family and perfonal Accomplifti- 
mcnts, he found no great Difficulty in engaging 
the Heads of fcveral of them, of themfelves too 
much inclined that Way, to fign a Paper, wherein 
they promifcd to affift iht Invafion, whenever and 
in what manner foever it fhouid be made, with ail 
the Forces in thdr Power. Locheil, old Gor- 
don of Glenbucket, Mac-laughlan, and 
Glengary, with ail the Mackenzies, were very 
ftrcnuous in aflUling Mr. Murray's Endeavours 
anK)ng their irfpcftire. Friends and Kindred,, lb 
that in z few Months they had added to the Num- 
ber of thofe who they before were fure of, a great 
many new Profelytes to join in this Aflbciation. 

It is acknowledged that Mr. Murray was 
iiidc&tigable in promoting the Views of his Mafter, 
which were to engage the Scots to begin the Work, 
acconding to the old Proverb, 

** He that would England win 
^* Mufl with Scotland firft begin. 

And one would have thought, indeed, that the 
dangerous and important Affair he was embark'd 
in, and the Fatigues both of Mind and Body he 
muft nccclTarily go thro' in the Profecudoh of it, 
Ihould have too much engtofs'd him to have left 
any room for Inclinations of that Sort we find he 
was poflfefs'd of ; for in the midft of all the Embar^ 
rafsnients of State Toil, Love and Nature came in 
for their Part.— He follicited and obuined the Af-^ 
fcftioii of a young I^dy every way worthy of him \ 
tbey were married, and he had the Fleafure of 

oiaking 



making her a Convert to bis Principles, tho^ 
catcd in cheKirk. 

This Change in his Condition, however, occt- I

This was the Language of the Miniftry of France 
at that time, which oblig'd Lochiel to return,

however, to keep up the Spirit of the Clans by all 
the Artifices he was capable of putting in Pra6tice, 
which was all he then cou*d do. . 

The Jacobite Caufe now appeared with a bad Fact: 
to all thinking Perfons- — Mr. K^lly had met 
with a Rebuff from Cardinal Ten gin, .which he 
did not expe6t, for urging that Matter, too home, 
and one Monlicur D' Amers was put into the 
Bajiilej for having faid in publick Company, tliat he 
knew his moft Chriftian Majefty wou*d fet the 
Chevalier de St iG^EOKG-E upon the Throne of his 
Anceftors before Eaftery which was then near, at 
Hand. Yet notwithftanding this. Couriers were 
frequently fent from VerfaUUs to Ronte^ with Dif- 
patches full of Affurances of Friendfhip and Affift- ' 
ance both by the King and Minifters. 

Such a Method of Proceeding feem'd very odd 
not only to the Friends of the Chevalier but alfo to 
the French themfelves, who had not Penetration

is, fome Overtures were then upon the Carpet be-

Credit to thofe vain Appearances I lay vain, 

bccaufe I think no one that has any notion of public 
Affairs, or knows any thing of the French in particut 
lar, can imagine it confiitent with the Policy they 
are fo much fam'd for, to wifh the Family of the 
Steuarts in Pofleffion of the Throne of Grtat 
Britain ; an Event which wou'd infallibly put a 
Stop to all the Schemes they have fo fuccelsfully 

purfiied for upwards of Fifty Years. • As it 

is certainly t!ie Bufinefs, therefore of the French 
King, toamufethe Chevalier whh filieus Promifes, 
fo it is equally the Bufinefs ot the Chevalier to coun- 
terR'it a lidlef of their Sincerity : Since by treating 
them with the Contempt they truly merit, and 
which he doubilefs feels for them, he could nt> 
way be a Gainer, and might loft fome Friends to 
his Caul'e, who are fuch mceriy by the Hopes of 
hi3 receivi;ig powerful Atiiftancc from a Prince lb 
able to give it. 

This Secret Mr, Murray was very well con- 
vinced of, nor only by the Converfations he had 
with thofe in England, who were look'd upon as 
the moft ftanch Friends to the Pretender, but alio 
from feveral of the //rjWfiWii Chiefs, who told him 
plainly, that nothing could be done etFci5luall/ 
without the Afliftance of z French Army. — This

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pat cvciy thing to a Stand, the Hopfs and Ex- 
peftations of the whole Party evcry-whcre were 
growing languid, and Mr. Mvjik. ay himfelf knew 
dot v)rba£ to think, when all on a fudiden he was 
xecall'd to Rome^ and conunanded to acquaint the 
Cians before his Departure, that the great Defign 
wag now on the Point of being executed. This 
he puhftually obcy'd,, and then left Scotland and 
his Wife big of her fecond Child. 

Mr. ICelly, who had been fent on the Part of 
the Chevalier with a very important Commiffion to 
the Cpurt of Spai»9 was juft then returned to Paris^ 
when Mr. Murray arrived there in his Way to 
Rorhe 5 which happened very, lucky, as they might 
communicate to each other the SuQcefs of their 
fcvcral Negotiations, and confult upon the Whole 
much better than by Writing.,^— .Mr. Kelly told 
him, that he fhou'd foon follow him to R^me in 

order to attend the pretended P- — R-- t to 

'^cctlandj where he wou'd certainly be in the Begin- 

i^ing of the Summer. Both thefe Gentlemen 

were now highly carefs'd by the French Miniftry, 
and. Mr. MuRRAx had the Opportunity of con- 
ferring a great , Obligation on the Cardinal^ by 
taking the Charge of fome fine Jewels fent as a 
Prefent to one of his Kindred at Rome^ which he 
accordingly delivered on his Atrival there. 

The Court of $he Chevalier was row encreafed 
by the Coming of Mr.SuLLiv AN andMr.O'NEiL, 
both of the Kingdom of Ireland^ . but had been 
foiDe tim^ in the Sfanijh Service, where they had 
confidenable Commands, efpecially the former> who 
having the RepiAation of being one of the moft 
expeiienc'd Ge^ierals they had, the parting with 
him W4$. look'd upon as no fnmll Mark of the 
Good-will that Court bad to the Steuakt Fa- 
mily^ Great 



Great Preparations were now making for the 
propofcd Expedition, which, as before ic was rc- 

folv'd, fliou'd be begun in Scotland, The Scheme 

was this, The eldcft Son of the Iretender was 

to land in the Highlands, and head tlie Clans, 

the Lord John Drummond, with fome Irijb Brt- 
gades to the Number of Two thoufand Five hun- 
dred effcftive Men, was to make a Defcent on the 
more Southward Part of that Kingdom, and be 
ready to join [he young Chevalier, ,and march di- 

reftly to EdinhurgL Twelve thoufand French 

under the Command of Some-body, for no General 
was ever nominated, were to pour inio fVales at 
the lame time, and join themfelves to what EngHjb 
Friends they fliou'd find there and in the Coundet 
adjacent, take what Towns they cou'd in their Way 
to Mancbejier, and there to wait the" Coming of 

the pretended P , who it was not to be doubted, 

wou'd by that time be Mafter of all Sceiland. 

Vifionary as this Projei5t may appear To-day, t 
tremble to think what might have been theCon- 
fcquencc had it been put in Execution with the. 
fame Vigoiu it was concerted, at a Time when 
His Majelly, the Duke, and moft of our Forces 
were abroad, an inconfiderable Part of the Navy on 
the Coafts, the Parliament not Sitting, many of 
the Privy Council, and all the Country Gentlemen 
retired to their Seats, the Militia of the Counties 
and iflWofl wholly unprepared : They then, I fay, 
had certainly fuch a Chance of fubjefting us, as it is 
to be hoped they will never have again ; and the 
vifibic NcgleftFrflKcefhew'd of an Opportunity lb 
favourable to the Views fhe had all along pretend- 
ed, fufficiently proves what I before advanced, that 
her Minifters have in Reality noUurg kis at 
Heart. 
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How far the repeated Aflurances given by Mon- 
Ecur the Cardinal Tencin, and even confirmed by 
his moil Cbrijiian Majefty's own Hand, might 
now gain Credit at the Court of Santi jpoftoli I 
am not fure ; but no Shew of the contrary ap- 
'pear'd either in Words or Aftions ; and Mn Kelly 
told Mr^MuR RAY in Confidcnce,That he was now 
convin^d France was fincere in her Profeflions, and 
that before he left Paris ^ he had a6lually feen the 
Orders figned by Monfieur d'ARCENSON, for the 
Tranfports to be in readinefs for the Embarkation 
of the Troops deftin'd for this Expedition. 

It was in January 1 745, that the two Sons of the

Feet : If I fail in the Jt tempt your next fight of me 
fhM ho in my Coffin. At thesfe Words the Chevalier 
became unable to preferve that Moderation he had 
aflumM on Xo trying ah Occafion ',-the Grief his 
Heart was big with, in Spite of his Endeavours, 
difcoverM itTelf in his Cbuntenancc, and he burft 
•into this Eatelamatipn — Heaven forbid ! that all tpe 
C- — s in the World fljould rcb me of mySon—thtn 
' ' * ' tenderly 
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tenderly embracing him— Be careful of your f elf my 

dear P , added he, for rty Sake, and I hope^ 

for the Sake of MUlmis. 

There is no Qiieftion to be made but lliat Na- 
ture work'd very ftrongly in Ptrfons fo near and 
dear to one another, at a Separation which, the^ 
knew not but might be eternal, and it is likely 
enough they might exprefs themfelves in thefe very 
Words, which 1 have repeated, as they were told 
to me by one who averr'd, he heard them from ' 
Mr. Murray's own Mouth. 

The Generals Sullivan and O'Neil, with the 
two Secretaries Kelly and Murb ^-v, and I'everal 
othec Gentlemen, befide a large Rt'cimie of Do- 
meftick Officers and Servants, attended the young 
Adventurer and his Brother into France \ tho* they 
did not make their Entry accordirig to their fup- 
pos'd Dignity, it being thought more proper for 
them to remain incog at the Duke de Bokil- 
lion's, who is their near Relation. The eldeft, 
however, had frequenc Conferences with his nroft 
Q}riJIian Majeffy in iiis Clolet j few Days pafs'd 
without a Vitit from the Cardinal, Monfieur d'Aa* 
GENSON, Monfieur (/^Maukepas, andall the other 
Minifters— Great AlTurances were doubtlefs ^ven 
of the promis'd Aid, but with what Sinceijty was 
proved by the Event. 

Several Weeks before the Time prefix'd for thft 
young Chevalier's embarking, Mr. Mubh-ay was 
lent to Scotland, to warn the Highland Chiefs to be 
in Readinefs, that is to provide what Arms, Am- 
munition and other Neceflaries might be requifite 
for their Followers, whenever they fiiould be cali'd 
together, but when that would be, or on what 
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^B Occafion, was to be kept a Secret from them, till ■ 
^H the landing of tli;ir P—^ — ., whom, notwith- fl 
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fl»admg they Were taught to idolize without kfiow- 
log. Moft of^ the Heads of th^ Clans with fetM 
few others who vfcrc entttjfted with the Affair, af- 
fembled chemfiilyes at Abitdxmy in order to re- 
ceive hicn, it being expected he would land there, 
as he indeed ^iccnded, and'had cotd Mr. Mu a k A y s 
but an lEjigUfli Man of War ^tlirig in wiih the 
Brtnh Man tbat was his Cmvo^^ the Ve(t£l he 
was in, which was only a fmall Frigate^ took the 
Oppartunity of the two great Sbip^ being ^ngag'd 
to feud away before the Wihd, which h^pen'd td 
be fiiir for them^ and bkw a it^ Gak5 and made 
the 8lK>ic iby a little Creek n«ar the Lands of 
LocHiJBL, whoie Houfe was the firft the young 
Cbevalier yKcnt intOiH* A violent Fit of the Gcut hav* 
ii^ hinder'd hkn from tnee€iffg ^ Party a^ i^#r- 
deeMj he wai at home^ ^and ^4ady ^rprized «t fuch 
aGueft, bp&<iiare.ii^ at i^iMgllkn ib thinly at-' 
tended, the Ma^efj of Tv^4.^baii0ine, Sul- 
i<4¥AN9 ONsit, XjEhtYi and three other Qen- 
tiecnen, whoiir Names I do «k>t know, btfing ^1^ 
ckdept Servants, i and of iihofe but a few* that canie 
oo Shore with bk&.

«icr.'s :--^It wouidi be aAccf^tiier impeptinent to 
teaer into any Particulars (^ the Joy with whkh 
be was recehrVi, not only by them, but by the 
loeaneft and sncft contiqioii' of lh€ Clam ^tmder 
dmn, as&oM^ibeappear^din Ftibtidkl: The Be- 
haviour of all, and lAe iMnMlrof the Deafth of rhoft 
of tbefe deluded PeMle, htts4^ut- to<y fatirily p^ved 
the Zealand Firianeis oif4£heir AttadhAiem to him.'

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flock'd to It, befides fuch who had been infh'gated.l 
to it by thofe -whom they think it the higheft , 
Crime to difobcy -, fo that iti a Ihort Time a little-' 

Camp was form'd among the Hills. His pre- ' 

tended Claim, his fine Perfon,- — ^his Affabilicy,''' 

and above all, hi? putting on the Highland Drels,^ 
marching at the Head of his Infantry, and brfing 
the firlt to plunge into any River they were to pafs,' ' 
when moved farther to a more commodious 
Ground, charm'd them to fucli a Degree, that I 
believe there was fcarce a Man among them that 
wou'd not have readily run on certain Death, if 
by it his Caufe might have receiv'd any Advan- 
tage ; but as their Lives were of much greater Ser- 
vice, they teftified their Love and Admiration of 
him by Huzza's and Acclamations that even rent 
the Sky, whenever they law him, and by making 
Songs in his Praile, and finging them among 
thcmlelves when they faw him not. 

Nor was it only fuch who, bred remote from 
Courts, are apt to be dazzled with every Objeft 
beyond what they have been accuftom'd to fee, 
that teftified their AfFcftion for him; the Lords 
Lewis Gordon, Strathallan, Ogilvve, and 
others, avow'd his Caufe from the firft Moment 
they heard he had fet E'ooc in Scotland, and threw 
thcmfelves at his Feet, with all the Forces they 
were able to raife. 

To itrengthcn their Expeftations, Two Ships 
from France brought a large Quantity of Ammu- 
nition, and fcveral Officers, among whom were the 
Two Macdonalds, Lord EtcHo, and Glen- 
GYLi, whom Mr. Murray had wrought upon 
the preceding Year to go to France, in order to 
be convinc'd of the Afiiftance they were promis'd ; 
-; — The Duke of Perth alfo, with his People, now 
^E D join'd 
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join'd tht Highland Axmyy and feveral other Gknar 
who had not fignM the Aflociation \ but as it is 
not a Journal oF the Pretender's Suceeffts, but 
Memoirs of Mr. Murray, 1 aril Writing; Ifhall 
pafs over every thing in which that Gentleman had 
not an immediate Concern. 

M^ny Perfons of tlic firft Qyality in Scotland^ 2l% 
well as Gentlemen and others/ daily encag'd them- 
felvcs in this dtftrudive Caufc •, but there was yet 
wanting a certain Nobleman, whom, indeed, to g^in 
was gaini'ng every thing. -:r- Mr. Murray know- 
ing him perfonally, undertook to be the BeaF^.of 
a Letter to him from' the young Chevalier, and 
herein run a Rifque, . which Jhew'd, that no Dan* 
gers couM deter him from doing even more than 
the i)uties of the roft he was in, obligM him to. 

This NdDleraan was then at Udinburgb^ and tjie 
Army encampM near Innerkch ; fo that he had a 
Journey upwards of Eighty Miles, and muft of 
Ncccflity pafs through fomc Places where he was 
fenfible the Caufe he efpous^d had more Enemies 
than Friends -, and as his own Principles were now 
as well known as his Perfon had long been to them^ 
had. enough to dread JFrom . their Kefentment, in 
cafe he were ittn by any of tkem.. 'The Im- 
portance of the Uufineis however, and tlie Ibiagi- 
nation tJut the Letter he was charg'd with from 
his Mafler, with the Arguments he hinfifelf fliould 
be able . to ur^c, wou'd . have the fo much defired 
ElFeft, made him overlook all the tJifficullies at- 
tending fuch an Expedition. , 

But as it behooved him to takeallpoffible Precau- 
tion, he diiguis'd himfelf with a black Periwig, 
rode mufiHed up in his Cloak, topk with him only 
one Servant whom ke had ktely hired in the Rigb- 
landsj ftop'd at no rgreat Town, and contented

f'orttine favour'd him in the Attempt, riio'

Vfcund it impracticable wliolly tn accompliih. 

KHe was within Eight or Nine Miles i^i EdinBuf^h 
.■when he met a Gentleman on Horfeback, whom 
■jifie imnicdiatEly knew to be a Dependant on the 
f I Nobleman in Queftion ; — as they had been School- 
pillows, and always preferv'd an Intimacy, Mr. 
•"Murray made no Scruple of difcovering himfelf 
'tx> tiim, and aifo the Biifinefs which had brought 

-him to that Part of the Kingdom ; the otiier 

'appear'd very much ftanled, and conjured him, as 

I Jie valued either his own Liberty, or the Intereft of

He told him, that he was pofitive as to rnc 

laflexibility of his Lord in this Point, that he 

was defirous of nothing more than to crudi the Re- 
belhon before it grew to the Height which rnisuc 
be expected, andhadfcntto England for PermilTion 
to arm all his Vaffals for that Purpofc ; which Per- 
nniflion wou'd doubtlefs arrive very ihortly, and 
He, Mr. Murray wou'd then fee him in the 
Field as an Enemy, but muJt never hope to do fa 
as a Friend. 

This Intelligence, which he knew he might de-

^V Letter in I^erfon, as he flipu'd infallibly be ftlzed, 
^B and what he brought, laid before the Council ; the 
^B Confe^uence of 'v^ich it was cafy to forelcc. 
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Mr. Murray on thefc Confiderations was pfc- 
vaird upon to turn back, tho* with an akeing 
Heart, for the Impoffibility he found there Ayas, of 
firawing into their Intereft a Perfon of fuch high 
Importance to it, both in England as well as 5^^- 

land The Journey his Friend was taking lay 

Fart of his W^y, and all the Time they rode toge- 
ther was paft in the one's endeavouring to convince 
the other, in the Laqdibility of their different Prin-; 
ciples, tho' equally in vain: Not that this Mart

the Palace of Holyrood, and protbating tlicmfdvcs at 

the Feet of the pretended R t, befeecli'd him 

to comnriifcrate their Condition, and not cxpofe that 

ancient City to be dcftroy'd. He appear'd very 

much moved with their Remonllrances, and no 
fooncr had heard what they had to fay on the Oc^ i 
cafion, than he bid ihcm go home and be eafy j J 
the Governor's Demands fliou'd be comply'd witl^ ^ 
and an immediate Communication open'd. O^ I 
wluch they return'd, extolling and praifing the! 
, Grace they had receiv'd, as they had indeed great * 
Reafon. 

But this Clemency gave high Difplcafure to 
rooft of thofc about him : They kbour'd with all 
E thcif V 
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their Might to prevail on him to rccal the OfdtH 
he had given : They reprcfcntcd to him, that the 
beating down a few old Buildings was not to be 
put in Competition with reducing a Place of fuch 
Importance as Edinburgh Caftle: That the Lofi 
fome particular Perfons might fuftain, and which 
might afterward be repaired, ought not to inter- 
fere with what was for the Good of the Whole : 
That this very Condefcention wou'd, by his Ene- 
mies, be caird aWeaknefs, and^that no Prince of. 
Gcineral ever gave fuch a Prefident.- — They oryout 
reply'd he, withi more Sternefs than they had evGt 
feen in him before, may term it as they pleafe ; but 

in this I am determined to be obeyd. Befides^ what 

might be a Virtue in another Perfon^ or in other Cir* 

'eumjlances^ . wou'd be a Vice in me. Remember I 

€ome td fave, not to dcftroy ; and how mucbj&^ 

ever I may lofe^ the- Child is mine^ and I wotCd fooner 
chufe to yield my Right in it, ibanfiiffer it jhovCd bi 
mangled before tny Face *. '; 

Thus was the Caftle o^ Edinburgh relieved, to 
the great Surprize of all who heard by what" means, 
and even of thofe for whofc Sake it was done^ who, 
tho' they petitioned for it, cou'd not flatter them* 
Iclves with being able to obtain a Grant. Thofe 
alfo that did not fee into the real Motive, thought 
It no lefs ftrange that the Army ftill lay before the 
"Caftle, as now there was not the leafl: Probability 
of taking it; but the Truth of this Mattef as I 
have heard, is, that the young Pr^^^^ did it only 
to amufe the World, being-defirous to remain at 
Edinburgh till the French^ as had been agreed upon 
in the beforc-mcntion*d Stipulation, ihoukJ be

ready 
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ready to make a Defcent on England*, but the long 
Delay of that cxpefted Fleet occafion'd him fo 
much Vexation,' as was not even in the Power of 
his Succefs in the Battle of Prejlon-Pans wholly to 
alleviate. 

Mr. Kelly was fent in the mean time to France 
to expedite tkat Affair ; but the Accounts he fent 
concerning the Effeft of his Negotiatipn were no 
way fatisfadory -, tho' one Monfi^ur Boyerj? came 
in Quality of an Ambaffador to Scotland^ and feveral 
Ships continually drop'd in with Arms, Ammuni- 
tion, Money, and fomc few Officers ; but whether . 
all come on the Part of his moft Chriftian Majejty^ 
or from a Icfs fufpefted Quarter, is uncertain, Mr, 
Murray having always maintained an inviolable 
Secrecy on that Head. All that ever his Friends 
cou'd gather from hkn, at leaft as I find, was that 

the P , as he caird hin», had borrow'd Four 

hundred thoufand Pounds of the Bank ofGenoa^ all 
which he had expended on this Expedition ; befides 
vtry near the fame Sum which had been bequeathed 
to him by his Uncle Prince James Sobiesky ; and 
another, no inconfiderable one, which his Father 
had long been hoarding. Had the above-mention'd 
Succours however come from whatfoever Power, 
they had been of infinitely more Service in a Body, 
than as they were. 

In fine, growing impatient at the trifling Ex- 
** cufes made by the Court of France^ and finding 
themfelves Seven thoufand ftrong, it was propofcd 
in a Council of War to march into England^ with- 
^t Regard to the too long expefted Signal of a 
Landing of the French : This Motion was carried, 
tho' by no more than one Voice, and they accord- 
ingly left Scotland. 

. E a ' S« 
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So bold a Step had doubtlcft never been tai^en, 
if they had not thought themfelves certain bfbeinj 
fofin'd by a great Power, which ibme hot-heade( 
Maleconterits had made them hope ,• but if any 
fuch Defign was ever fprm'd, or fuch Promife 
made, as no one belldes the Parties themfelves 
concern'd can pretend to aver, it certainly was 
only conditional, that whenever they faw a French ; 
Army on the Coaft, they wou'd favour the Inva-r 
fibn; fince nothing was more publickly laid by.' 
thofe who were known to be moft vehement Ja- 
caHtesy than that they never cou'd be fatisty'd 
witli having a King impos'd upon them by the 

Setts. Thefe Jealoufies it. was tliat obftrufted 

many of the young Pretender's Schemes both in 
Scotland and Englandy and gave thofe whofe Pufi- 
lanimity alone, perhaps, kept from joining with . 
him, a Kind of Pretence for their Inactivity m^ . 
this Jundure. 

It afforded, indeed, fufficient Matter of Aftg- 
nifliment, that, after all Exi)e<ftations of Affiftana| . 
from France were over, tnis young Advcntupcl. 
had either the Courage to penetrate fo far a$ 
Derby y or the Skill and good Fortune to make fo 
honourable a Retreat ,• a Theme whi^^h, fctting 
afide his Caufe, might in Realty deferve and era- . 
ploy the Pen of a Second Xenopbon^ tho' pretty 
much pbfcur'd by our Intelligence in the public 
Papers. — Nothing can be more obvious than, 
that the Intrepidity with which he behaved on 
this Occafion, gain'd him many peribnal Friendsj 
among thofe who before^ were not fo, and efta- ^ 
blifli'd him a Reputation among hiaEnemies,wluch * 
perhaps Time itfclf wilj never be able to ^ce. 

Thus much Juftice obliges me to iay Cff one, whp 
tho' I cannot but look upon as an Invader of my 
Country, and the Sourc? of many Calamities, which 

thefe 
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fe Natiofis groan under, and are likely to feef 

<T a long Succeflion of Timej Heaven only 

_. lows how long, yec I cannot buc allow liiiq 

fo have Virtues enough to makeone wiflihim fuc« 
feifful in any other Attempt, than that he iatehf 
"Undertook. 

But to return to Mr. Murray, who we may 
fupj-'pfe was not idle In executing the Duties of 
■|iis Funftion, and had nothing elfe to attend 
while the Army was in Englatid, but wliich it it 
Cafy to believe were enough to engrofs all his 
Thoughts and Tiniej Mr. K.ELtv continuing all 
the while in France, and the whole Bufinels lying 
wholly on liini. 

The Battle oi Falkirk ferved very much to re-f 
new that Spirit ,in them all, which their having 
been oblig'd to quit England had foniewhac de-- 

S-efs'd. Mure Friends came to them, and theip 
umber was lb much encreas'd, that dividing 
'■^'heuifelves Into Parties, they made Four whole 
bounties eiulrdy their own, and cou'd call them- 
:lves M:ifters of one third at leaft of that King-. 
dom. 

The continual Fatigues of Mind and Body Mr. 
Murray imderwenc, threw him into a languish- 
ing Diforder, which had all the Symptoms of a. 
Confumption; yet did he fllU apply iiiinfelf to 
Bulinefs even when he wa* fcarcc able to hold a. 
Pen in hIsFfand. Nature however was at length 
compeU'd to yield, and he grew fo extremely ill, 
that when the Camp was at fnverticfs, tiie young 
Pretender, who had all the Value for him, his Fide- 
lity and Abilities deferved from him, wou'd needs 
'luve him removedfanher into the Country, where 
it was thought a more clear Air wou'd contribute 
to his Recovery. Mrs Murray, as well as Lad^j 
Oon.VYE^LadySTR.ATHALLENj'Laii^T'o^iT.c^^-, 
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iLiaBy Mackintosh, Liady Clanronald, ami 
many more Women of Quality and Condition, 
tvho had borne their Husbands or other Relations 
company in all their Dangers and. Fatigues ; join'd 

her Perfiiiafions to the pretended R t^s 

Commands, in fuch a Manner as not to be de- 
nied; and they left Invermfs together, and retired 
to the Houfe of a Gentleman about Twelve Miles 

diltant. All cou'd be nrg'd being infufficientto 

prevail on this faithful and atteftipnate Servant to 
go to any Place, where Intelligence of all that 
pafs'd cou'd not be every Day brought to him. 

The Duke of Cumberland being then at jiber-- 
deeuy whence it was expefted he wou'd ipeedily 
march to attack the Rebels at Invernefs^ made them 
continue there much longer than was for their 
Intereft, in order to receive him ^ but, contrary to 
the Reports which were daily ipread of his Royal 
Highnefs's intended Removal, he kept his Quarters 
there, till the young Chevalier having noTonger 
Patience to remain in that inactive State, quitted 
brvernef^y and again dividing his Army into 
fcveral Parties, attack'd and took many Places, 

which before had flood out againft him. Mr. 

Jdu RR AY wou'd by no means yield to be left be-» 
hind, and conftantly followed in a Litter that Di- 
vjfion where his Matter was in Perfon, hor ever 
left Sight of him till thedecifive Battle of Cullodem 
made a lafting Separation. 

That good Intelligence the young Chevalier had 
been accuftom'd to receive now fail'd htm, when it 

was moft neceflary. Being made to believe the 

Duke was at a mtich greater Diftancethan he was 
in Effeft, thofe Divifions were not recalled and 
reunited in a proper Time ; The Duke q£ Perth y 
with thofe under his Command, was Two Miles 
©flj the EarJ of Cromarty with a confiderable 

Detach- 
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Cetaclimcnt yet farrher, and Lord Georoe Mur- 
ray beyond them all, when the Battle begun, and 
tor a Time was fultain'd with greac Bravery, by s 
Number very unequal to thofe they had to op- 
jiofe : The Duke of Perth and ths £arl of Cro- 
marty came up, indeed, vvitli all the Speed they 
couM ; but the Aftair was too iar gone, and this 
fighting Piece-meal, as 1 may call it, only in- 
volv'd tliem all in the common Deftrcftion, one 

after another. The young Chevalier rode him- 

leli to meet Lord George Murray, hoping by 
this Reinforcement to redeem all yet s as he pafs'd 
by the Litter where Mr. Murray was, he only

I have hut one more Effort to rnakc-^ — " however, do 

not^ oujiay here. This was the laft Time he faw 

him; but foon after found that Lord Georgs 
Murray, by fome Miilake in the Orders, or 
what elle muit be left to time to unfold,had cakeii 
another Rout with all the Party under his Com- 
mand ; and what became of the young Chevalier, 
nor indeed of any of the Commanders, he cou'd 
nor, of 3 long while, learn : Only in general, thaC 
many of them had fled, many were kili'd, many 
taken Prifonors, and the whole Army intirely 
defeated. 

The Duke's Forces eager in Purfiiic, ftop'd noe 
to regard theBaggage^ which gave Mr. Murray 
the Opportunity of getting out of his Litter, and 
concealing himfelf under the Covert of a Moun- 
tain, weak as he was, refolving rather to die for 
Want of Affiftance, than become a Prifoncr if he 
cou'd any wdy avoid it. 

What Hardihips he endtir'd are impoffible to

were ib riiany Parties of Soldiers continually pa- 
" trolling, and fearching all the Houfcs in that Part 
Cf the Country, that It was judg'd wholly uiifiife 
either for himlelf, or thofe who conceal'd him, 
' to tarry for any Length of Time in one Place. 
■ , -^ — • He was, however, receiv'd and entertain'd 
I with all imaginable Kindnefs for Three Days, 
* 'which were all he ventured to pafs there. 
■ ■ Fain wou'd he here have been infonn'd of the 
Particulars of the j'oung Chevalier's Defeat, and 
where he had taken Refuse; but they were as 

» ignorant of thera as himfelti and cou'd only tell 
him fomewhat more plainly what he had heard 
" confufed Murmurs of, before he got out of the 
Litter. 

He then rcfoU'd to have Recourfe for a fiiort 
Afylum, to a Perfon who had been Steward ro 

I his Father, and fur that Reafon might be fup- 
Cos'd to be ready to ferve him, in an Exigence 
wherein his Lite was concern'd, rho' far trom 
having any Good-will to the Party he was en- 
^ag'din: But this Perfon living Thirteen Mjles 
oft, a Space of Ground which Mr. Murray vvas 
utterly unable to walk, or to ride on Horfeback j 
a great Difficulty was found in getting him con- 
vey 'd thither, till the Gentlewoman of theHoufe, 
fls Women are generally more fertile in Invention 
than Men, hit on the following Expedient : 
Two honell Country Fellows, who did Bufinefs 
for them in Harveft-time, took a Feather-Bcd and 
; a fufficient Covering: This they were to carry 
by Turns; and when Mr. Murray had walk'd 
as iar as he was able, then to lay it dowu for him 

^H_< - F to 
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to reft upon, while they watch'd to give him 
Notice CI any Danger. 

This Stratagem fucceeded, and he arrlv'd fafcly, 
and a8 he has fince faid, better in Health than he 

had been for fbme Months. Here he was 

treated with the greatelt Tendernefs, took all Re- 
rriedies proper for his Diforder, and recover d* his 
Strength of Body in a furpriling Manner, con- 
fidering how deeply his Mind mult be afle6lcd with 
the Lofs of all his Hopes, and the Uncertainty 
of his pretended P— — *s Fate ; as alio what 
might have befallen his Wife, who was then preg- 
nant a Third Time. All the Enquiry that cou'd 
be made, was made for his Satisfaction j but no 
Account cou'd be obtained of either of thofe dear 
Perlbns, or of feveral others, whofe Prefervation 
after them he was the moft anxious for. He was 
told, indeed, that fbme had the good Fortune to 
get into a Veflel, and had put- off to Sea ,- but 
who thofe Perfons were, he cou'd by no Means 
procure Intelligence. 

With this Friend, who, indeed, was truly fuch, 
in Spite of the Difference of Principles, which too 
often turns the greateft Affection into Hatred, did 
he continue for Five Weeks ^ aud had done fo 
longer, if W^ord had not been brought of the 
Approach of a Company of Dragoons, who were 
order'd to examine every Houfe and Perfon they 
found in their Way. 

This Intelligence oblig'd Mr. Murray to de- 
part with all iSpecd • not only for his own Sake, 
but that of the Perfbn's who had given. him Shel- 
ter, and who now began to be very much alarm'd, 
08 they had cood Region : The leaft they cou'd 
have cx^&cdj on His being found there, was the 
Plundermg of their Houfe, perhaps feting it on 

Fire; 
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FirCj and turning themfelves and Family naked 
on clie Mountains, as Numbers ******* 
icven on a Sufpicion of (hewing Charity to tiiofc 
unhappy Wretches who had efcap'd the Sword, 
and were near periftiing through Cold and Hun- 
ger. 

It wou'd be too tedious to repeat the many 
Dangers and alinoft unfiipporrable Hardihips he 
was in, after he kft this Houfe, — ■ wandering 
fometimcs one Way, fometimes another, to avoid 
being feen by any of thoie numerous Parties, 
which he now found were traverfing the Coun- 
try round, in Search of the Pretetider, who it 
was imagin'd was ftiil Ibmewhere thereabout : 

The Demands of Nature forc'd him to feck 

Relief of many People, whom he cou'd not very 
well rely upon^ but he ftaid with few of them 
any longer than barely to fupply his Necelfi- 
ties; and on his leaving them, always pretend- 
ed to take a different Rout from that he went 
in Reality. 

In his Wandrings he Iiappen'd to meet the 
unfortunate Marquis of 'TuIUbardlnej equally dil- 
treft in every Circumftance as himfelf, and lefs 
able to bear Hardfiiips on Account of his Age. 

From this Nobleman he learn'd a more 

iiill Account of the Battle than he had been 
able to procure before; yet there were ftill many 
Particulars which even he, tho'cngag'd in it, u;is 
ignorant of; and even what was become of the 

pretended R t, an Event Mr. Murrw 

was moft impatient for the Knowledge of_Thcy 
durft not ftay long together, as thinking that if 
the one Ihou'd happen to be known, it might 
betray the other : So having mutually condol'd 
their common Misfortune, and the iad Fate of 
F 1 ^^^ 
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io many gallant Men, • they feparatcd, and 4kw 
each other no more. 

By long and painful Journeys, moft taken, in 
the Night, and attended witfj.^ thoufand EJi^r 
culties, did Mr. Murray at laft ripach the $e^ 

of his Sifter, the Lady of PimrouHe. Here , he 

was infbrm'd of the gr^teft Part /of thofe -Ca- 
lamities which the Cpuntry had been anvolv.*4 
in, fince the.Battle of Gulloden j the wonderful ja^d 
almoft miraculous Efcapes of the young Pretend 
dery and his no left amazing Courage and Fort 
titude, in the Midft of the ere^teftDangers iand 
Diftrefles that ever Man endured.— r"It feenjs he 
had always declared he wou- d . never quit his En- 
jterprize while he had Six M^n with hi^, -ajtid he 
kept his Word i for tho' Vefllels from Fr^^re, J)oth 
Privateers and others, were fre(^uently coining^ 
and took on board thofe who, feemg no Idqp^o^ 
retrieviiig the Misfortune, were glad to quit th^e 
Scene of Delblation, yet he wpu d never be^pne-. 
vaird oh to accompany them ,• and was, at- -t}^ 
Time of Mr. Murray's receiving this Inteiii- 
gence, among • the Hebrides j but pafling conti- 
nually from one Ifl^nd to another; with a icvfy a 
very. few Followers, dpdg'd thoie that were ift 
Purliiit of lunL-^Mr. Murray found it yoit'd- 
be an impriSicable Attempt, as well as unmofiw- 
ble in the Succels, to endeavour to readi hiw, 
therefore contented himfelf with of^rlng; up 
Prayers for his Safety, and for all thoife o^hertf 
>yhom no Account cou'd be given of 

Any one wou'd have imagined, that Mt.Mur-' 
RAY was now pretty much out of I>angef, ;$nd 
might continue fo,. efpecially as that Part-cf tfec 
Country having already been fear'C;h:d,-the J^tr*- 
fuers weregpne to anotnef piacejiancil wou'4 fcvcc 

return 
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return the fame ^'ay : _ Yet lb it happen'd (ai 
frequently we are neareft Danger when we thlnJc , 
ourieiviiSiTloft fccure) that Tliree or Four ftrag- ' 
gliiTg Soldiers, who had ftaid behind, by Ibme 
means or other had.an.Infojmation of his being 
conceal'd there,- on which thty immediately got 
Affiftance, enter'd the Houft, and took him.ia 
liis -J3«J :— By thefe Soldiers he was told, that the 
£»rl5j)f Q^nmarty and Kilmarttock, with Lord Bal- 
msrinOi and all thole Ladies who had made their 
Carnp.4 ^ind of Court, were felz'd, and dilpos'd 
in levera! Prrfons. ' ' 

He was then conducted to Edinlurgh, where 
for 3 ftOffTime he was Prifoner in the Caftfc, 
and then fent under a Itrong Guard to Londoa^ 
and order'd to the 'Tcwer, where he has ever lincc 
-remain'd ; None of his Friends, or even his M(>- 
ther, being perniicted to fee him. ._ , 

He has, however, been treated in a Manner 
which few State Prifoners can boaft of ;— His Ma* 
jelly's principal Secretaries of State, and the Lord \ 
ClianceHor htmfeltj have feverally done him the 
'Honour to come in Perfon to the Tfrjjsr to take 
his Examination^ inftead offending tor hinij as is 
the ufual Guftora. 

In wli-.it Manner he t-ears his Confinement is 
wterly impoiGble to'iiiiow; but if the Difpofirion 
of his Heart may be jiidg'd by his Coimtenance, 
as he appears lometiines at the Window, he is 
compofedj and relign'd to the Will of Heaven and . 
cholc Laws he has offended : To the Mercy of 
which we mull now commit himj and hope no- 
thing dbhtiiin'd in thefe Memoirs will prove of j 
' any Prejadke eitherro his prefent Circuraftancc^ ' 
^Tlufffcture Character. 
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Ih a Letter to a Fr i end. 
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IN Obedience to your Commaiids5,as wdUi as to 
fatisfy niy owii (Juriofity, I have beftoW'd Ibme 
Hours ill reading and conHderi^g the Manu<» 
fcript which you fent mcj and which I have 
herewith returned by the Bearer. 

And now as to my Opinion of it, which you 
require with liich unufual Earneftnefi^ I will lay ^ 
it hdoit you with all the Freedom that FriencUhip 
canjufii^^, that Truth requires, and that the 
Subjeft-Matter defcrves. 

You do not tell^me how it fell into your Hand% 
nor dp I dcfire to know it : But I wpnder much 
that you can ferioufly make a Dpubt, whether tte 
Author of it was a jacobiUy and whether his Pur-* 
pofe was to be an Advocate for Mr. Murray^ or 
his Caufc ? 

It muft be acknowledged, that he i^e^s tofi)eak 
in fuch Terms as are us id by the Friends otoixp\ 
prefent happ)r Eftabliftiment, and to adopt tluf 
Principles which made Way for the Revolution, 
and which are indeed the Balis of our Laws ana 

Liberties. 
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Liberties. But then the jffe^atioa is vififcle, and 
if the Voice Is 'Jacob% the Hands are Efm'sx 
Befides, in the Fulnefs of his Heart, he often for- 
gets that he is playing a Part ; and by laying allde 
his Mask, expofes the real Features he meant to 
conceal. 

A JacobitCy therefore, I am obUg'd to call Iiim; 
and as that, is a Creature in Policies which I have 
no Charity for, I ftiall give him no Quarter. 
Allow me to add, with Regard to your own Par- 
ticular, that I am greatly coiicern'a to find, that 
you keep fuch Company ; and fo mucli the more, 
as you feem to liften with fbme Pleafure to their 
Delufions. 

There is in your Letter to me none of that 
honeft Indignation which us'd formerly to hrtok 
out, as often as their ■wicked Endeavours to de- 
ftroy the public Peace, and fubvert the Conftitu- 
tion, were nam'd : Surely, you are not to be daz- 
zled with their tinfelDilcourfes of Divine Right, 
nor to be captivated with a moving Tale of 
* Princes languiming In Exik, or belet round with 
Calamities, when turning Invaders ; Knowing, 
as you do, that their Misfortunes are the Refuk • 
of their own, or their Father's Mifcarriages ; that 
the Sufferings of Inviduals, of wliatevcr Rank, 
are lighter than Vanity, when weigh'd agalnft 
thofc of the Commonwealth ; and that he who 
attempts to do himfelf Right, at the Expencc of 
a whole Nation, Is a Traitor to Mankind. 

The CompoJition iieforc me, notwithftanding 
fome Inaccuracies in Stile and Language, and the 
Efcapcs before-mcntion'd, is indeed artificial 
'enough to feduce the Unskilfiil and Unwary; 
But he who knows any thing of our Annals, and 
who has the Senfe and Honefty to reafoa cIckV^ 
KAnd impartially upon them, is, one vjo\i^ <dvw<.. 
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ont of the Reach of that Artifice ; and, inftcad 
of being imjpos'd upon by it, will look down with 
Difdaih and Contempt uipon him, who endea- 
vour'd to pafs fuch an Affront upon his Under- 
ftanding. The Misfortune is, that all Men have 
Paflipn3j that in moft Men thofe Paffions have 
the Aicendancy over their Reafon, and that who- 
ever has a doubtful Point to carry, never feils to 
intercft thole treacherous Inmates in his Caufe, 
jand to make the Weaknefles on our Side fupply 
the Want of Strength on his. 

For Fear, thererore, that even you fliould catch 
the Jacobite Itch,- by fhaking Hands with thoft 
who are already infefted, I will do more than you 
rcquefted of ine ,• fot I' will both fhew you, that 
thefe new Friends of yoUr's have tht Highland-LQ- 
profy upon them, and endeavour to preferve you 
from the Taint of fo loathfbme and fb infamous 
a Dileafe. 

But in doing this, I ftiall pafs as gently as 
poffible over the Cafe of the unhappy Man, who ^ 
IS /aid to be the immediate Subjea of the Piece 
before us. He is already within the Reach of the 
Law i the Charge againft him needs no Aggrava- 
tion,, and nothing would be more unfair than to 
Iharpen the Severity of the Bench, or to prompt 
the Verdift of a Jury. 

As often, however, as his Jpokpjf has taken 
Shelter under his Name,, his Authority or his Sen- 
timents, for the Sake of blanching his Caufe with 
the more Security, I flbdll be under a Neceffity of 
encountering the one as well as the other ; and if 
Mr. Murray is hurt in the Shock, he may thani;j(> 
his Friend, who put him in the Way. 

In the firft Place then, we find .our ApohgW 

iocufcating, Tliit the'Profeffion ma^e by the 

^ofoft Faniily of 'the fiman' C(rtboric'^tl\^on^ 
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wa4 the great Bar to their Rejf oration ; and at the 
j&me time endeavouring with all his Might to re- 
move it. 

In order to this, he tells us, 't'hat Mr. Murray 
was brought up in the ftriifteft Principles of the 
Epifcopal Reformed Church '^ that his 2^al was 
fuch, that he even panted for the Converfion of 
Rome itfelf i that he would never have embarked in 
the Pretender's Intereft, if he had not been tho- 
roughly convinced, that Popery would have gain'd 
no Advantage by his Succeis : And that, in order 
tQ facilitate that Succefs, and thereby to rid him- 
fclf of an Incumbrance, his Holinels had fuffir'd 
the Iffuc of that Pretender to be brought up in 
the Principles of the Church of England. 

To all which I anfwer : That the Profcflion of 
the Roman Catholic Religion is not only a Bary but 
an a6^ual Incapacity. There is no one Claufe in 
any of our Laws mpre explicit than That,t which 
enafts and declares. That no Patijl fhall ever fuc- 
cecd to the Crpvvn of thefe Kingdoms,- jior is 
there any Claufe in any of our Laws more righ- 
tcoufly founded : The King oi England is the Head 
of the Englijh Church; and is by his Coronation- 
Oath obliged to defend it. But how can fie 
be the Head of one Church, who is the ayow'5 
Slave of another? Or how fhall he reconcile the 
jarring Duties of defending on one Hand, that 
which he is oblig'd to deftroy on the other? To 
root out tht Northern Herefyy we all know, is the 
•eat Objeft of Roman Policy ; and that can never 

done, but by the Help of a Catholic King of 
England. The whole Study of King James the 
Second, before he came to the Throne, was to 
accomplifh this meritorious Work,* and that he 
did not fucceed in it, after the Reins of Power 
came in|to his own Hand, was rather for want of 
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Time than cither Purpofc or Endeavour. Ir i« 
true, he did not make ufe of oj'cii Force; but 
then it was, bcqaufe the Array he had rais'd were 
not wicked and abandon'd enough ro cut the 
Throats of their Fellow Subjefts i All ciie Arts of 
encroaching and undermining he made a liberal 
Ule of: Witncfs the Proceedings at the Charter- 
Houfe, the Savo)', and at bot!i the Univerlities; 
the open Encouragement given to all tlic feveral 
Fraternities on the J?tJffl^ Eftablilhment ; the fa- 
vours fhower'd down on new Converts j the Exer- 
' ciie of liis aflliiu'd D'tfpaifiiig Power ; and rhe Per- 
'.fecution that was rais'd agalnft Dr. Sharp, the 

■ JBifhop of iWoff, the Seven Bifhops, and in ge- 

■ neral againlt all, who had the Courage to defend 
that Religion and thofe Liberties, which he had 
-nioft facrilegioully undertaken to deftroy. 

1 * The bare Hint oltliefc Outrages is, in my Opi- 
_^ nion, fufficlent to fhew, that the Claufe of /j»r<7p(i- 
eity abovenierition'd, is indeed righfeoutly founded ; 
' But if any body is enough infatuated to think 
► 'Otherwife, let him call his Eye on the fame Prince'^ 
I Condutt in Inland, after he was driven out of 
\ £,HgIaf>ii, and if he has any of that Zeal for the 
f Proteflant Religion imputed to Mr. Murray , or 
* any Concern for the Welfare of his Fallow Sub- 
[ jefts, he will think with Horror of the whole 
t-Xine, and make it his daily Prayer, Tliat the Vices 
y^ thefe Kingdoms may not provoke the Almighty 
I to Vrfit them with any Calamity To inliipportablff 
as their Reftoration. 

But we are given to underlTand, that by the 
Ifuiiilgfuce o{ the Pvpe, the Ifliie of the Prttcnder 
arc educated In the Principles of the Church of 
P,niland-^ and thence we are taught to inter, that 
Religion is out of the Difpure, and that none of 
the Exceptions lie againft them, whiclihavc been 
it) prejudicial to thcii Father. IT 
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any Force in this Argument, i 
pends on the Truth of tlie Fad: And what Evi- J 
oence isproduc'd in Support of it? None but the ' 
^^bare Aflertion of a Writer, who is cither midcd, 
^HberhiipS) by the falfe Informations of others, or 
^Hoas himfelt an Indulgence to aflert what he thinks 
^^iroper for the Good of the Caufe. If it was the 
Reiult of his Holinels's favlng Policy, to fuffcr I 
Hercfy to be propagated under his Nofe, thefamq J 
Policy requir'da that the News ihould have been T 
propagated as faft as poffible thro' every CorrCi" i 
of the Britip Dominions; And yet in the very S 
(- Deciarations, which were of late iflited in the ' 
yPreteniicr's and his Son's Names, from Itaiy^ 
France, and Scotland^ and which were calculated 
D reclaim a ftray'd People, not the leaft Mention 
^ made of a Circumftance, which was held to be 
fuch Importance to their Caufe j and this 
niffion is alone futficicnt to demonftrate, that 
the Whole of this plaufible Tale is no better than 
A downright Forgery. 

But fuppofc the Faft fliould be admitted, that 
his Holinefs had really granted them fuch an In- 
dulgence; we may be afliir'd, it was under fuch 
Rsferves as retain'd the Perfons to whom tiie 
Grant was made, as firmly in their Obedience to 
the Holy See as ever. The more likely any Mca- 
fure was to put them in Pofieffion of a Throne, 
fb much the more neceflary it was to rivet their 
Chains; For the Church never fows withoae ex- 
pe6ting to reap; and Jt is utterly incrediblcj rliat 
(he fhould give up her Claims, while ftie had any 
Profpeft ot a Harveft. 

Befides, tt is not even infuiuated, that thitfather 
ever (hew'd the leaft Difpofition to partake of this 
hidulgenct ; or that he evertalk'd of relinquifting 
bis Preicnlions to t^ MveHtartTt whom he (cnt 
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forth to conquer in his Right. If, therefore j the 
Son was ever Co iinfeignedly and devoutly a Pro- 
teftant, and Succefi had crown'd his Undertake- 
ings, the inveterate Catholic his Father would have 
had the Advantage; And it is not to be fuppos'd, 
that in fuch Cafe, he would not have made it the 
Bufinels of his Life to balance his Accounts with 
His Holinefs an^ France^ in whatever Manner 
they fholild think proper to diitate. 

Again, thofe who know fo well, that Religion 
was the great Bar to t\it Rejtqration of that Family, 
do not fcem to know at all, that they Hand for- 
ever excluded 1^ the Laws of the Kingdom ,• in. 
which there is not one Provifo, That they (hall 
ever again be triifted with the Fate of thefe King- 
doms, un Condition^ That th^y renounce the Er- 
rors qf Popery, and enter into the Communion of 
the national Uhurch. 

And laftly, By th'efe Wofds the great Bar, we 
are direftea to conclude, th^t there was no other; 
whereas, if that were remov'd, the Party would 
find, that there were many more, and each of 
fufficient Strength, to keep the Door faft againft 
them and their Hopes forever; 

There is a Thing call'd Liberty, which the In- 
habitants of thi6 Mand make no Manner of Scru- 
ple of putting on the fame Foot with their Reli- 
5 ion : And there is alfo another Thing call'd 
Property, which depends upon Liberty, and which, 
I perfuade myfelf, they will never more hazard in 
the Gulph 01 Prerogative. 

Now it happens, moft unluckily for the Stuart- 
Family, that, from the Firft of them to the Laft, 
thefe Two Thrngs were fo far from being treated 
with the Revefence and Refpeft which belonged 
to them, that they were ever confider'd as th© 
Stic^cs' of the ' Prerogative } ancl that they were 

not 
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jrtDt aHb treated as f lich, was more owing to the 
Tenaceoulhefs of the People than thejuftice of 
tlicir Kings. To prove this by.Fa6ls would Lc to 
write their Hiltory, which is already done to my 
Hands ; and to which I refer you for your own 
Satisfadion, and for abundant Proofs to filence all 
Gain-fayers. 

If it fliould he urg'd, that the Iniquities of the 
Fathers ouglit not to be imputed to the Children; 
I anfwer, that if thsy are not anfwerable for their 
Guilt, they have imbib'd their Principles ; And 
■without any Breach of Charity, one may venture 
to pronounce, that if they had the fame Power, 
they would make the fame Ufc of it, 

When the Projett of ftirring up the late Rebel- 
lion was forming at Rome and Paris, it was, above 
all Things, neceflary, FirftjThat the Undertakers 
fhould liave prepar'd their Way, by a Iblemn Re- 
nunciation of ait thofe prerogative Maxims, which 
had render 'd the Reigns, and even the very Me- 
mories of their Anceftors, odious to the Nation; 
Secondly, by an explicit Condemnation of all 
the arbitrary Praftices founded upon them : And 
Thirdly,by a chcarful Adoption of the noble Syftcm, 
which was the Bafis of the Revolution ; For it is 
notorious, That the People o^ Englaud dread the 
Return of Will a.x\6,P leaf lire above all Things,- 
and thence it is reafonable to fuppofe, that they 
will never quit the Vine to fit under the Shadow 
of the Bramble. Bur of whatever Importance 
thele Confiderations were, they negleded theni 
entirdy ; The CommilUon of Regency from the 
Pretender to his Son, dated at Rome the 13d of 
Decemhr 1 743, and the Two fubfeqixnt Declam- 
tions let-forth by the pretended Regent (the one 
dated at Paris, May i6th, 1745; the other at 
i*/jro6rf Houfc, QQober roch the fame Year), very 
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clearly Indicate, Thar they propos'd rather to 
ainufe and deceive, than to convince and fatisfy 
the-l'eople they were addrefs'd ro; Thelc Papers 
are all in the old diftatoi'eal, abfolute Stile, of 
granting, refuming> aiid difpenting, accompanied 
with Menaces againft all thofe who Ihould doc 
accept the Grace offer'd them, and (uch a Mixture 
of AinbiguitieSj Equivocations, and mental Refer- 
vatious, as letr fufficient Room to his mock Ma- 
jcfty, when Time (hould ferve, to do as King 
Charles liad done before him; that is to fay, to 
explain all the promifing Part away: All which 
had anEffeft fo contrary to the Expeftations of 
his Pen-Men, that thofe who betbre were inclin'd 
to think, that fuch a Series of Afflictions had 
brought rhefe unhappy Exiles to a better Senfe of 
rhc Duty of Sovereigns, and the Rights of Sub- 
jeds, all at once retrained thefe favourable Senti- 
ments, held the whole Family to be alike incorri- 
gible, and Ijxike of the Living in the fame Terms 
as arc ufually applied to the Worft of the Dead. 

Having, perhaps, expitraced ovcr-largcly on 
this Topick, I (hall fcarce ftay to mention the 
quaint Incident of the Tbijle and Rtfty and their 
tumbling into the young iVr^fWer's Lap; much 
lefs to e\pQfe the Vanity of inferttng what the 
Event hath fo eflertually difgrac'd : Nor (hall I 
ffiew inucli greater Re^d to the confident Afler- 
tion ofthe Lather's legitimacy: Having acknow- 
ledged, that the Line is to be trac d by their Vices, 
it may be fuppos'd I have already given up the 
Queftion ; and if 1 have, it matters not ; For if 
the Marion liad a Right to exclude YJmgJames for 
Mil-Adminiltration, they had alfo a Right to 
f refcrve themfclves from the Refentment of his 
Oflspring : And as to the Notion of hereditary 
£'£ht, it is aintoft impertinent to enlarge on 
wha? 
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'Wliat has been fo often and lb efle^ually ex- 
ploded : Yet, ^ for ths Sake of removing the 
very Grounds of Cavil, I wilt make life of ah Hi- 
ftorical Deduction, which will fully demonftrat^ 
that in England no Pretence whatever has been 
left regarded. 

William the Firft (called the Conqueror) tho' he 
took Polieffion by Force, had no Kight, but from 
the People's Election. 

William Ru/us was elefted againft the Right of 
his elder Brother. 

HcHry the Firft came in by the fame Way, 

King Stephen was eledied a Clero S PopulOf and 
confirmed by the Pope. 

Henry the Second came in by Confent j but had 
no Hereditary Right, for his Mother was living. 

Richard the Firft was charged betbre God and 
Men, by the Archbiihop upon his Coronation, 
that he Ihouid not prefume to take the Crown, 
unlefs he refolved faithfully to obferve the Laws. 

King John, his Brother, becaufe his elder Bro- 
ther's Son was a Foreigner, was elefted a Chro i3 
Populoj and being Divorced from his Wife, by his 
new Queen he had Henry the Third. 

Henry the Third was confirmed and Settled In 
the Kingdom, by the Genera! Elettion of the 
People,- and in bis Ufc-time, the Nation was 
fworn to the Succeffion oS Edward the firft, be- 
fore he went to the Holy Land. 

Edward the Firft being out of England, by the 
Confent of Lords and Commons was Declared 
King. 

Edward the Second being mifled, and relying 
too much upon his Favourites, was Depoied, ana - 
his Son was Declared King in his Life-rime. 

Richard the Second, for his evil Government, 
had the Fate of the Second Edward. 

Htnry the Fourth came in by Eleftion oC tfce. 
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People^ to whom fucceeded Henry the Fifth, and 
Jhnry the Sixth, .in whole time Rjchard Duke of 
Tork claimed th^^'Crown j and an A6t of Parlia- 
ment was madjf, that Henry the Sixth ftiould enjoy 
the Crown for his Life, and the iaid Duke after 
him i after which, King Henry raifes an Army, 
by the Affiftance of Queen and Prince ,• and at 
Wakefield y in Battle, kills the Duke,- for which, i 
JE^. IV. they were all, by Aft of Parliament, at- 
tainted of Treafon,- and one principal Reaibn 
thereof^ was, for that the Duke being Declared 
Heir to the Crown, after Henry ^ by Aft of Par- 
liament, they had killed him. 

Edward the Fourth enters the Stage, and leaves 
'Edward the Fiftlv to fiicceed, to whom liicceeds 
Bkhaird the Third, • who was Confirmed King by 
•Aft- of Parliament, upon Two Conliderations : 
l^trfiy That by reafori of a Precontraft o^ Edward 
<he Fourth,* Edward the Fifth, his eldeft Sort, 
Mid all his other" Children wereBaftards. Secondly ^ 
For that the Son of the Duke of Clarence, Second 
brother to Ed%vard the Fourth, had' no Right, 
^iecaufe the Duke was attainted of Trcafcn, ^by a 
Parliament of Edward the Fourth. 

Henry the Seventh comes in, but had no Title; 
Firjl, iccznfb ' Edward the Fourth's Daughti* 
was then living: Secondly, 'His own Mother, the 
Countefs of Richmond, was then living. 

After him, Henry t\\t Eighth wore the Crown, 
jwho could have no Title by the Father,* in his 
time the SuccefliOn of the Crown was limited 
feveral times, and the whole Nation fworn to the 
"Obfervance. 

Sir Thomas Moor then alfo Declared, That the 
Parliament had a Power to bind the Succeflion, 
which was Declared to be Law by 13 EL caf. 1. 
and made a Pr^munire to hold the contrary. * • 
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Edward the Sixth fucceeded ^ but his Mother 
was married to King He7iry^ while jlnn of Ckve^ 
his Wife, was living. 

• Queen Mary, was declared a Bajtari; and by 
Vutue of an Aft of Parliament of Henry the 
Eighth, flie fucceeded J which Aft being repealed 
in the Firft of her Reign, and the Crown being 
limited other wife by Parliament, all the Limita- 
tions of the Crown in King Henry the Eighth^s 
Reign were avoided ,• fo that 

Queen EUzahethy who was declared a Bajlardy 
ly Aft of Parliament in Henry the Eighth's time, 
and limited to fucceed in another Aft in his time, 
and that Aft having been repealed by Queen 
Aforj', became Quern by the force of her own Aft 
of Parliament, which declares her lawful Queen. 

The Crown was entail'd in Richard the Second's 
time; again, in the tune of Henry the Fourth j 
again, in the time of Henry the Sixth ; again, iii 
the time of Edward the Fourth,* again, in the 
time of Richard the Third ,• again, in the time, of 
Henry the Seventh,- thrice in the time of Henry 
the Eighth : 

And upon the Marriage of Queen Mary to 
King Philip of Spvin^ both the Crowns of England 
and iSpain were entailed,* whereby it was provided, 
^hat of the feveral Cliildren to be begotten upon 
the Queen, one was to have the Crown of Eng- 
land^ another Spain^ another the Low Countries: 
And the Articles of Marriage to this Purpofe were 
confirmed by Aft of Parliament, and the Pope's 
Bull. 

So that it was agreed by the States of botl^ 
Kingdoms, and the Low Countries^ and therefore, 
probably, it was the Univerlal Opinion of the 
great Men of that Age,* That Kings and Sove- 
reign Princes, with the Confcnt of their States^ 
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had a Power to alter and bind the Succeffion of 
thcf Crown ,• which was never denied to be Law^ 
till the Reign of King Charles the Second. 

To retr^n: As to the Pidtures of the Two 
SteuartSy as drawn by our Jpologift^ it is out 
of all Queftion, that, they are fet forth in fuch 

flaring Colours, and plac'd m fuch a dazzling 
ight, either to feed the Vanity^ or keep up the 
Sprits of the Party : For, granting that they are 
poflefs'd of all the Gifts and Graces fb liberally 
bcftow'd on them>what are thofe Gifts and Graces 
to us ? unlefs it is expefted, that while we admire 
the Idol, we fhoula alio acknowledge the Divi- 
xuty? 

. But we have already Princes of Qur own j and. 
if 1 do not take upon^me to eniblazx)n their Cha- • 
rafters in Oppontion to Thefc, it is begaui^ I 
would npt be liifpeded of Flattery on one J^ii^ 
Of E^radion on the other. 

And as to the Pains that our Jlpokgift takes, to 
ftew, that Mr. Murray was not U^kiwarm in th? 
Ouifc he efpous'd, I am forry, when J confides 
the Condition of the Man, that I am oblig'd tQi 
touch on fo tender a Subjed : For whatever li^ a 
Tendency to recommend him to one Party, muft 
have an equal Tendency to make his Cafe dcfpe- 
rate with the other ^ and, unlefs he is ambitious of 
fharing in the fiilfe Glory which RatcJiff' and A?/- 
tneri^o acquired, he has little Reafoa to thank t . 
Perfon who has taken fo bold a Step tp put him 
out of the Reach of Mercy. And if we are to 
underftand that Courage, Zeal, and Refolutioq, 
in wh^t Caufe foever exerted, are Virtues, let it 
be withal (lonfider'd, that Cat^in$ had rhem all iii 
as eminent a Degree, and mad? $$ defperate an 
\Jk of th^m as any Confpirator amongit theMcH 
derns^ . . , 
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I come now to a Paflage or two which I chufe 
to tranfcribe, that I may be the better underftood. 
Speaking of tlie^m^Wo of the Rebellion aiRome, 
he lays, " I am afraid that fboie Encouragement 
" w«s given from the difcontented Parry in Eng- 
" land, but whether it went farther than a meer 
•5 verbal one, I will not pretend to determine." 
And again afterwards, when he, Mr. Marrayf was 
lent on the fame Bufinefs to London, " As to what 
" great Matters Mr. Murray was able to bring about 
" in England for the Service of his Caufe, we are 
« yet in the Dark-I can only judge by Conjcffiire^ 
" tbrm'd from the Knowledge, how much fonvc 
" Perfons, and thofe not or an inferior Ranfe, 
" had been difgufted on the Account of Haniyoerj 
" and tlic Partiality, which, it was faid, was 
" fliewn at the Battle of Vcttingcn, to thole of 
f that Elertoratc: And thence, I fey^ a Gtiej}, 
" not altogether romantic, may be made, that in 
" the Hear of Refentment, fome Things might 
" be promis'd, which cooler Reafbn diiavovv'd." 
Now, Sir, give me Leave to fay, that for Impefr 
tinence and Scandal, thefe ana other /imilar Paf- 
fages which our Jpohgijt has fcatter'd up and 
down his Performance, are fcarce to be match'd 
by any Libel extant. The great Drift of them all 
is apparently to countenance the Caufe, by exci- 
ting a Belief, that the Train was laid In Knglahd 
as \vell isScofland; and this Belief we are to ground 
on his Gitejfes, May-he's and Cotye^ures. For as 
to what he is pleas d to mention, of the Hanover- 
Controverfy, it tad not the leafl: Conneftion with 
any Jacobite Confideration, and was condiifled 
by ftich Pedbns as are above all Sufpiclon of Dif- 
loyalcy. It is undeniable, that even when the 
InVader was in the Heart of the Kingdom, and 
when it was manifcll that any Divernon in his 
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Favour would have been of the utmoft Advantage 
to hisDefigns, not cnc Perfon of any Figure went 
over to him^ but on the contrary, the whole Na- 
tion, as with one Voice, declar'd againft him, 
and with one Heart prepar'd to drive both him 
and his Savage Followers back to their native 
Mountains. If therefore, he had indeed a Party 
here, with whom he had any Conne6tion, and 
on whom he had Realbn to place any Depen- 
. dance. It follows, that they were the meaneft aiid 
;'rnoft defpicable of Mankind, thnt they had nei- 
ther Confclence nor Courage, that they defer ve 
the Vengeance of both Families alike, and that 
not a Man of them can, hereafter, avow his 
'Principles, without ia vowing alfo, that he was too 
' much a Coward to maintain them. 

It is true the Apologijt in another Place makes 
% flight Attempt to excufe tlieir Conduft, by faying 
in effeft, ^^That their Engagements (if they had 
ever entered into any) were only conditional, 
.That whenever they faw a French Army on the 
Coaft they would tavour their Defcent j and that 
nothing was iriorc publicly laid by the moft vio- 
lent of them, than. That they never could be 
latisfy'd with having a King imposed upon them 
J by the Scots^ But what Regard is due to this 
flimiy Pretence, when it is confider'd. That we 
» rcceiv'd the whole Family from Scotland :, that the 
Apologift himfelf has before fpecify'd, that Mr. 
\ Murray y a Scotchrnan^ \yas the Solicitor in the 
' Caufe, as well at London as in the Highlands : And 
how utterly improbable it is^ that thofc who re- 
fused a King from Stotland Ihould accept one 
from France? 

As to the virulent Speech put into tlie Mouth 
: of the French Mini&crSy it deferves no other No- 
tice than Contempt, and Ridicule; For, if it 
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fiipuld be allow'd to be genuine, it either fcrvcs to" 
lliew, how egregioully rhey bubble the Wretches 
who depend on rheir Countenance and Protection, 
or how falfely they renfon on our Party -DivlJlons. 
The People of England iuay be fenJible of many 
AbufeSj and while they are, I hope they will ne- 
ver want Spirit to rcmonftrate a^ainft them ; 
But there is nothing they can fuiKr under the 
prefent Eftabli/hinent, that a Parliament cannot 
redi^', and till repeated Experiments fliall have 
fhewn, that Parliaments are both ufeiefs and bur- 
denfome, they will never think of leeking /*«/tfc- 
tion from an Exile, who itands in need of it him- 
felf 

That other ftrange Po/ition, That it is incon- 
filtent with the Policy of France to have the 
Stuart Family fet on the Englip Throne, becaiife 
fuch an Event would put aScop to all her Schemes, 
dcferves alfo nothing but Derilion: Since it is.no- 
torious, that the fudden. Growth of the French 
Power was principally owing to the unnatural 
Alliance between the Two Crowns, during the 
Reigns ofCbarks and James; and that if the Rc- 
volntion had not thrown the Weight of England 
into the oppofite Scale, the Balance of Erirope 
had been loft irrecoverably, long ago. 

But then I join heartily with him in all he fays, 
or can fay, of the perfidious Behaviour of that 
Court towards the Adventurer in their Service. 
It is out of all Doubt, that rhey proniis'd him all 
the Succour in their Power, and the Event ihew'd 
that they lefr him in a manner to be facrificed ; 
not however for want of good Will to his Perfon 
or Caiife, but in Defpalr of Succefs. They Iboii 
faw that the Tide of the Nation was againft him, 
that hemuftof Neceflity be borne down with it 
in the End \ and that the Coll and Hazard of the 
Expe-
